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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not considered persuasive. 
Applicant's arguments as well as applicant's citations fail to specifically describe the situation wherein the selecting and/or displaying of 
said previously recited limitations were accomplished "in" the trademark application. The Examiner agrees with the applicant that said 
citations teach a method/process for creating/preparing a trademark application. However, said citations merely teach the 
method/process of creating/preparing the trademark application on a local computer and at best teach accomplishing these features "for*' 
a trademark application to be created. This distinction has been noted in that said limitations were added in an attempt to overcome the 
supposed deficiencies of the prior art (i.e. that the selection of certain items to be included in the online trademark application were not 
actually selected "in" the trademark application, but instead were selected on linked page and/or copy and pasted). 
In regard to the arguments presented for claims 1-5, 8-14, and 17-19, the Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant's arguments. 
In view of the Petruzzzi et al, the reference clearly teaches making a user aware of trademark protection by providing information 
regarding intellectual property such as trademarks and service marks. The Examiner also notes that the Petruzzi et al reference has been 
relied upon to specifically teach what was notoriously well known in the art at the time of the invention with regard to creating and 
submitting intellectual property applications to the United States Patent and Trademark Office. The fact that the specific application 
detailed in Petruzzi et al was a patent application, does not preclude it's teachings on electronic registration application drafting in general. 
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
